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The Killam Program 


The Killam scholarships of the Canada Council are 
to support scholars of exceptional ability engaged 
in research projects of far-reaching significance. 


The Killam scholarships have been made possible 
through a bequest of Mrs. Dorothy J. Killam, and 
through a gift made by Mrs. Killam before her death. 


Three categories of awards are offered under the 
Killam Program: 


e |. W. Killam Memorial Scholarships in Science, 
Engineering and Medicine 


e Senior Research Scholarships 


e Post-Doctoral Research Scholarships

Dorothy J. Killam 
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The Izaak Walton Killam Memorial Scholarships 


in Science, Engineering and Medicine 


These scholarships reflect the interest of Mrs. Dorothy 
J. Killam in science, engineering and medicine. They 
are intended as awards of high prestige to honour 
and assist distinguished Canadian scholars actively 
engaged in research, whether in industry, govern- 
ment agencies, universities, or elsewhere. 


There will be up to three awards a year, for science, 
engineering and medicine. Inter- or cross-disciplinary 
research within these three broad fields is also eligi- 
ble for consideration. 


Projects in or related to the humanities or social 
sciences are not eligible. 


It is expected that research will be the primary activ- 
ity of scholarship holders, though they may under- 
take such teaching or other duties as are compatible 
with the research. 





Eligible candidates 

Only Canadian citizens are eligible. The scholarships 
are tenable in Canada but this does not preclude 
travel abroad that is incidental and necessary to the 
research. 


These scholarships will be renewed in exceptional 
circumstances to sustain to completion a particularly 
worthwhile research project. A full report of activities 
must accompany requests for renewal. 


How to apply 
Application may be made by letter, which should 
include the following: 


e adescription of the research to be undertaken 
during tenure of the scholarship; 


e acurriculum vitae, including a list of publi- 
cations; 


the names of two referees who will be contacted 
by the Killam staff of the Canada Council. At 
least one of the referees should be from outside 
the applicant’s institution. (Two independent 
specialists will also be consulted by the Killam 
staff.) 


The application should be accompanied by a 
letter of endorsement from the principal officer 
of the applicant’s institution. 





Successful candidates will be chosen by the Killam 
Selection Committee, subject to the approval of the 
Canada Council. 


Applications must be received by October 15. Appli- 
cants will be informed of the recommendations of 
the Killam Selection Committee approximately five 
months after that date. 


Value 

The awards, up to $40,000 a year, are not intended 
to cover research equipment, staff or secretarial 
costs. However, the recipient is free to use the funds 
as desired. There are no restrictions on the accu- 
mulation of other income or awards. 


Payment of the scholarship 

Awards are normally paid in three equal instalments 
to the university or the institution with which the reci- 
pient is associated, to be disbursed according to his 
requirements. 


Final report 

A final report of progress must be submitted to 
the Council within six months after termination of 
the award. 


Award holders are asked to acknowledge assistance 
from the Killam Program of the Canada Council in 
any publication resulting from a scholarship.

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Killam Senior Research Scholarships 


Senior Research Scholarships are offered on a 
competitive basis in support of research in any of 
the following broad fields: 


e Humanities 
@ Social Sciences 


e _Interdisciplinary studies, within either the 
humanities and social sciences or the physical 
and biological sciences 


e Studies linking any of the sciences, medicine 
or engineering with any of the social sciences 
or humanities. 


The Canada Council does not wish to define priorities 
or to exclude any areas of research. 


A Senior Research Scholarship is offered in support 
of a coherent project with a clearly stated objective 
and a well-defined plan for reaching that objective 
and not as a subsidy for the overall research or 
teaching program of a department, institute or centre. 
It is not offered in support of work undertaken as part 
of anormal program of studies leading to a degree. 


The main purpose of a Senior Research Scholarship 
is to provide release time to an individual scholar who 
wishes to pursue independent research. 


The scholarship is awarded to an individual. An 

application must be submitted by an individual, and 
not by an institution or organization. Team projects 
are accepted on condition that one person assumes 
the responsibility of acting as principal investigator. 


It should be noted that Killam Senior Research 
Scholarships cannot be offered to all worthy appli- 
cants, but only to those who, in the opinion of the 
Killam Selection Committee, are outstanding. 


In previous Killam competitions approximately 
10 to 15 percent of the applicants have received 
scholarships. 


Eligible candidates 

Although Senior Research Scholarships are designed 
primarily to meet the needs of career scholars in 
Canadian universities, private scholars and research- 
ers not employed by a university may qualify if their 
proposals meet scholarly standards as to the merit of 
the project and the competence of the applicant. 


Whenever possible, the research should be con- 
ducted within a university or research institution 
which has given an adequate indication of its interest 
in the applicant’s project and its willingness to pro- 
vide basic facilities and other forms of assistance. If 
the scholar is a Canadian citizen, the award may be 
used for study or research in Canada and elsewhere. 
Scholarships granted to applicants who are not 
Canadian citizens can be used only in Canada. 


Awards are offered in the expectation that scholars 
will continue to contribute to the Canadian academic 
community on completion of their project. Accor- 
dingly, an application from a Canadian who is resident 
abroad will be considered only if the subject of re- 
search is of special interest to Canada or if his foreign 
residence is clearly temporary and evidence is 
provided that he will return to Canada on a specified 
date. Evidence should include a statement both 

from the applicant and from the university indicating 
that the scholar has a firm appointment beginning 

on the stated date. 


A landed immigrant must present evidence of his 
intention to stay in Canada after the period covered 
by the award. If the applicant is a faculty member 

at a Canadian university, a statement from the univer- 
sity that he has a firm appointment is required. 





Eligibility of other personnel 

Graduate students engaged on research projects 
must be either Canadian citizens or landed immi- 
grants, except where the nature of the project 

or the lack of qualified personnel justifies exceptions. 
Exceptions must be authorized by the Canada 
Council. 


Canada Council doctoral fellowship holders may be 
paid as research assistants out of funds provided by 
the Council in support of Killam Senior Research 
projects, provided they receive no academic Credit 
for this work and subject to current regulations 

on maximum permissible earnings and hours of work 
for Canada Council doctoral students. 


Other personnel working for salary without expecta- 
tion of academic benefit from their participation may 
be employed in accordance with policies acceptable 
to the university. 





How to apply 

Requests must be submitted on Killam Senior Re- 
search Scholarship application forms, which can be 
obtained at the universities or from the Canada 
Council.

Letters or briefs will not be accepted in lieu of prop- 
erly completed application forms. 


Closing date for applications 

The Killam Senior Research Scholarship competi- 
tion is held once a year. The application deadline is 
October 15. The applicant will be informed of the 
results of the competition approximately five months 
after that date. 


Length of tenure 

The Canada Council will consider requests for 
scholarship support extending over an initial period 
of up to two years. A full report of activities must 
accompany requests for support of the second year, 
which will be subject to evidence of satisfactory 
progress. Requests for support beyond two years 

will be considered only in exceptional circumstances. 


Value 

Senior Research Scholarships provide stipends for 
principal investigators when the nature of the project 
justifies release from academic duties. Such sti- 
pends will be commensurate with rates of remunera- 
tion prevailing at Canadian universities and will 
include the costs of fringe benefits usually paid by 
the universities. In addition, research expenses 

will be provided, including the costs of research 
assistants, technical and clerical services, com- 
puter costs when applicable, equipment, materials 
and supplies, and travel (including that of imme- 
diate dependents, when required). Supplements for 
summer stipend will not be entertained. 


Researchers in the sciences, medicine and engi- 
neering are encouraged to limit their requests to re- 
placement salary and fringe benefits, if possible, 
and to seek research and laboratory support from 
other sources. 





Costs excluded 
The following items are not accepted as eligible costs 
in a research budget: 


e income for relatives or dependents; 


© costs incurred before the Council makes its 
decision on a scholarship; 


e standard office equipment; 


e general reference books and materials, additions 
to personal or departmental libraries, teaching 
material; 


e contribution to university overhead. 


It should be noted that the Senior Research Scholar- 
ship program is designed primarily to support indi- 
vidual scholars in their research. It is not directed to- 
ward the establishment or general operation of 
research institutes or centres. 


Selection procedures 

Applications for Killam Senior Research Scholar- 
ships are sent for critical assessment to specialists 
chosen for their expertise in the area of research 
presented in the proposal. They are then scrutinized 
and appraised according to their relative merit by 

a special committee composed of eminent scholars. 


In some cases, applicants will be asked to come 
to Ottawa for an interview with the Killam Selection 
Committee. 


The recommendations of the Killam Committee must 
be approved by the Canada Council. 


Unsuccessful applications will not be transferred to 
the Research Grants Program of the Canada Council, 
though applications that are eligible may be resub- 
mitted to this program. (See the Council’s publication 
Guide for Applicants for Research Grants.) 


Payment of the scholarship 

Awards are normally paid to the university or institu- 
tion with which an applicant is associated, to be 
disbursed to or on behalf of the recipient for the pur- 
poses specified in his application. 


Funds may be paid directly to a private scholar.

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Killam Post-Doctoral Research Scholarships 


Post-Doctoral Research Scholarships are offered 

on acompetitive basis. Their purpose is to encourage 
freely initiated interdisciplinary work combining a 
scholar’s area of specialization with any other field of 
study. Projects which are not interdisciplinary, how- 
ever, are eligible for support. 


Research projects must be well formulated and 
should require no more than two years’ work. Nor- 
mally six new scholarships may be awarded each 
year, but the Canada Council reserves the right to 
offer scholarships only to those applicants whose 
presentations meet the standards established for this 
program. 


It is expected that applicants will be working under 
the supervision and guidance of a senior adviser 

in the chosen field and will make the necessary affili- 
ation arrangements. 


While a scholarship holder may use a portion of 
his scholarship to acquire new skills, his primary pur- 
pose should be to carry out a research project. 


Post-Doctoral Research Scholarships are intended to 
foster independent research, and not to bring re- 
search personnel to a university, institute or depart- 
ment. 


No support is given for direct continuation of doc- 
toral work, such as the revision of a doctoral thesis 
for publication. 


Eligible candidates 

Post-Doctoral Research Scholarships are intended 
primarily to meet the needs of young scholars who 
have completed their doctoral studies within the three 
years prior to the time of application. Both Cana- 
dian citizens and landed immigrants in Canada are 
eligible whether or not they are attached to a 
university. 


Applications will not be accepted from university 
teachers above the rank of assistant professor. 


Applicants need not hold a PhD degree at the time 

of application, but they must complete all doctoral 
requirements, including the oral examination, by June 
1 of the following year. 


Canadian citizens who completed their doctoral 
studies in Canada, or have done doctoral work 
abroad and will have resided in Canada for two com- 
plete years by June 1 following the date of applica- 
tion, may hold a scholarship either at a Canadian in- 
stitution or at an institution abroad. 


Canadian citizens who did their doctoral studies 
abroad and who will not have resided in Canada for 
the two complete years by June 1 following the 
date of application may hold the scholarship only 
at a Canadian institution. 


Landed immigrants must have completed their docto- 
ral studies at a Canadian institution and have resided 
in the country for at least two complete years by 
June 1 following the date of application; they may 
hold the scholarship only at a Canadian institution. 





How to apply 

Applications must be submitted before the closing 
date on Killam Post-Doctoral Research Scholarship 
application forms. Letters will not be accepted in 
lieu of properly completed application forms.

Applications should bear the signature of an author- 
ized officer on behalf of the university at which the 
applicant plans to carry out his research, to indicate 
the university’s awareness of the research and its 
willingness to administer the scholarship, if appli- 
cable. The application must also bear the adviser’s 
signature. 


The applicant is expected to justify the choice of the 
host university. 


Each applicant must also arrange for two letters of 
reference to be sent directly to the Killam program by 
referees, one of whom should be the proposed 
research adviser. 


Unsuccessful applications will not be transferred to 
other programs or granting agencies. 


Closing date 

The Killam Post-Doctoral Research Scholarship 
competition is held once a year. The application 
deadline is October 15, and the applicant will 

be informed of the results of the competition approxi- 
mately five months later. Scholarships are tenable 
beginning on or after April 1, following the announce- 
ment of results. 


Letters of reference must be received by November 
15. Applications or letters of reference postmarked 
after the deadlines will not be accepted. 


Selection procedures 

Applications for Killam Post-Doctoral Research 
Scholarships are sent for critical assessment to spe- 
cialists chosen for their expertise in the area of 
research presented in the proposal. They are then 
scrutinized and appraised according to their rela- 
tive merit by a special committee of eminent scholars 
whose recommendations must be approved by the 
Canada Council. 





Length of tenure 

The Canada Council is willing to support projects for 
up to two years. Requests for renewal must be ac- 
companied by a full report of activities. Renewal of 
the award for the second year will be contingent 

on satisfactory progress by the applicant. 


Value 

The Post-Doctoral Research Scholarship may be 
tenable for up to two years at an annual stipend of 
$13,200. Necessary travel and research costs, ex- 
cept payment for research assistants, will also be 
supported, as well as family transportation costs 
to the place of tenure. 


Other awards or remuneration 

Holders of Killam Post-Doctoral Research Scholar- 
ships will be permitted to retain additional awards to 
a maximum amount of 25 percent of the scholar- 
ship stipend and to spend a maximum of 100 hours 
of their time during the calendar year on activities 
other than the research project supported by a Post- 
Doctoral Research Scholarship. 


Payment of the scholarship 

Awards normally will be paid to the university or 
institution with which the recipient is to be associated. 
They are to be disbursed to or on behalf of the scho- 
larship holder for the purposes specified in his appli- 
cation. Award holders who make arrangements to 
hold their scholarship at a foreign university will be 
paid through deposit of their instalments in a bank 

in Canada.

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The Canada Council 


The Canada Council, created by an Act of Parliament 
in 1957 to promote the arts, the humanities and the 
social sciences, carries out its work mainly through a 
broad program of fellowships and grants. The Council 
also shares responsibility for Canada’s cultural 
relations with other countries, and administers the 
Canadian Commission for Unesco and special 
programs financed by private donations. 


The Council sets its own policies and makes its own 
decisions within the terms of the Canada Council Act. 
It reports to Parliament through the Secretary of 
State and appears before the Standing Committee 

on Broadcasting, Films and Assistance to the Arts. 


The Canada Council itself consists of a Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman and 19 other members, all of whom 
are appointed by the Government of Canada. It 
meets four or five times a year in Ottawa, where the 
Canada Council offices are located. The Council is 
assisted by a permanent staff and by numerous out- 
side advisers, consulted individually or in juries, 
committees and consultative groups. It receives 
assistance in developing its policies and programs 
from two main consultative bodies, the Advisory 
Arts Panel and the Advisory Academic Panel. 


An annual grant from Parliament is the Council’s most 
important source of income, augmented by income 
from the Endowment Fund established by Parliament 
in 1957. The Council has also received substantial 
amounts in private donations and bequests for spe- 
cific purposes. 
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
